for  the  Year  ending  December  31st,  1915. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Fulwood  Urban  District  Council. 

]Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1915,  the  various  tables  given  in  the  report 
can  only  be  looked  upon  as  aproxi mating  to  a correct  estimate  of  the  real  facts,  owing  to  the 
disturbing  influence  of  the  war.  Correct  figures  will  probably  not  be  forthcoming  till  after  the 
war,  and  no  doubt  through  the  continuation  of  the  new  recruiting  register  or  a new  census  taken. 
However,  for  the  present  the  statement  given  may  be  taken  as  a fair  indication  of  the  general 
conditions  of  the  district. 

During  the  year  no  doubt  the  disturbing  influence  of  the  war  and  the  changing  community 
has  had  some  little  effect  on  this  district,  especially  in  respect  to  two  important  infectious 
diseases,  i.e.,  Diphtheria  and  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever.  Fortunately  the  latter  disease  was  kept 
entirely  to  the  Barracks  through  isolation  and  quarantine.  Seven  cases  notified  and  three  deaths 
followed — all  the  cases  were  proved  by  Bacteriological  examination.  Diphtheria  proved  to  be 
another  dangerous  disease,  for  no  less  than  17  cases  were  reported  from  the  Barracks,  but  no 
deaths  occurred.  Early  removal  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  no  doubt  kept  the  disease  in  check, 
and  the  benefit  of  anti-toxin  thoroughly  proved  successful.  The  source  of  infection  it  was 
generally  brought  in  by  new  recruits.  In  the  district  proper  11  cases  occurred,  several  in  one 
house,  most  of  the  cases  are  young  children  attending  school,  and  I attribute  the  cause  to  the 
very  inclement  weather,  as  this  has  been  one  of  the  wettest  seasons  we  have  had  for  years. 

Scarlet  Fever  also  claimed  a number  of  victims,  as  22  cases  were  notified,  all  being  school 
children,  and  the  usual  source  of  infection.  Only  one  death  occurred,  and  this  in  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  A number  of  these  cases  occurred  in  two  families. 

Another  national  scourge  is  that  of  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lung  (Consumption),  fortunately 
only  four  cases  in  the  district  have  been  reported;  two  cases  have  been  away  to  Sanatorium  for 
treatment.  One  returned  practically  well,  but  the  other  has  since  died. 

No  doubt  for  Sanatoria  treatment  to  be  of  any  avail  early  recognition  of  the  disease  is 
required. 

Enteric  Fever  case  in  the  district  was  no  doubt  due  to  filth  harboured  in  the  cellar  in 
which  the  youth  worked. 

judging  from  the  general  causes  of  deaths  in  the  district  and  the  low  death-rate,  viz.,  ll'O, 
we  may  conclude  that  as  far  as  Sanitary  arrangements,  all  things  point  to  them  being  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition,  pertaining  to  a healthy  neighbourhood,  and  one  is  struck  when  you  con- 
sider the  low  birth-rate  in  so  healthy  and  well-to-do  Urban  District  like  Fulwood.  How  is  it  ? 
It  appears  to  me  to  be  difficult  to  understand.  There  is  one  satisfaction  in  knowing  that  the 
births  just  exceed  the  deaths,  the  rate  being  13‘5  per  1000.  The  prosperity  of  a country  is  not 
only  judged  by  its  wealth,  but  by  its  increased  population. 

Gentlemen,  from  my  frequent  inspections  of  the  district,  I think  everything  is  being  kept  in 
a satisfactory  state,  but  there  is  one  important  matter,  and  I know  the  Council  are  earnestly 
considering  same,  that  is  an  increased  water  supply.  I feel  sure  the  sooner  some  other  source 
for  increasing  the  present  supply  or  impoundage,  the  better  it  will  be  for  the  district.  As  you 
are  aware  the  demand  keeps  increasing,  as  another  dry  summer,  and  probable  great  demand  will 
be  a serious  trouole. 


One  of  the  best  assets  to  a corporate  body  is  a plentiful  supply  of  pure  water.  The 
present  water  is  good,  but  need  more  of  it. 

The  following  statistics,  taken  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Annual  Report  to  the 
Local  Goverment  Board,  are  an  addition  to  my  Annual  Report  : — 

“ The  Board’s  General  Order  of  13th  December,  1910,  make  it  the  duty  of  Medical 
Officers  of  Health  of  extra  Metropolitan  sanitary  areas  to  transmit  to  the  Board  each  Monday 
a statement  of  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  to  them  during  the  precedin 
week.  The  summary  of  the  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  during  the  year  191 
in  England  and  Wales,  which  is  given  in  my  Report  is  based  on  these  weekly  returns.”

These  figures,  abstracted  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Report  to  the  Local  Government  Board  during  the  year  1915,  will  be  of  use  in 
comparing  the  healthiness  of  this  District  with  others  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  I think  Fulwood  will  show  a very  good  comparison. 
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Notification  of  Births  Act. — ^This  is  now  compulsory,  but  the  inhabitants  do  not  as  yet 
realise  the  importance  of  notifying  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  those  that  have  notified 
births  have  done  so  improperly. 

I may  say  the  roads  generally  as  well  as  the  footpaths  are  being  kept  in  good  condition 
considering  the  shortage  of  labour. 

The  Lighting  of  this  District  has  been  well  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  Military 
orders  and  the  important  work  of  Scavenging  has  also  been  effectively  discharged. 

The  Food  Supply  of  this  District  is  kept  under  the  observation  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  Inspector.  I am  pleased  to  say  no  bad  fish  or  meat  has  been  seen  in  the  district. 

Slaughter-house. — There  is  only  one  in  the  District,  and  the  Inspector  and  myself  make 
occasional  visits ; there  being  no  Inspector  with  a special  certificate  in  meat  inspection.  No 
carcases  have  been  seized,  nor  has  any  bad  meat  been  observed.  The  place  is  kept  in  thorough 
cleanliness. 


Milk  Supply  (Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops). — They  are  visited  by  the  Inspector  and 
myself  at  various  times  throughout  the  year.  The  chief  fault  is  the  insufficient  air  space  in  a 
few  of  the  shippons,  and  even  when  there  is  plenty  of  air  space  the  ventilators  are  generally 
closed. 

In  connection  with  the  various  Infectious  Diseases  likely  to  be  conveyed  by  the  milk, 
careful  enquiry  has  led  to  no  connection  being  made.

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All  the  necessary  Disinfecting  and  Stoving  has  been  duly  carried  out,  and  every  precaution 
taken  to  prevent  Zymotic  Diseases  spreading. 

The  Inspection  of  the  Schools  in  the  District,  under  the  Administration  Act,  which  came  in 
force  in  January,  1908,  which  provides  for  the  medical  inspection  of  children  attending  school,  is 
now  in  operation,  and  under  special  Medical  Inspection  appointed  by  the  County.  Is  being 
carried  out  satisfactorily. 

I have  inspected  the  Schools  on  several  occasions,  and  found  them  kept  in  good  and  clean 
condition.  The  Cadley  School,  Victoria  Road,  requires  better  cloak  accommodation,  also  better 
sanitary  arrangements.

Births. — In  the  district  there  were  75,  viz.,  37  males  and  38  females,  giving  a birth-rate 
of  13’5.  The  Birth-rate  remains  much  as  usual,  very  low ; still  it  e.xceeds  the  Death-rate. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — No  case  has  been  notified  during  the  year  in  this  Urban  District. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. — Seven  cases  have  been  notified  during  the  year  in  this  Urban 
District  in  connection  with  the  Military,  attended  by  3 deaths. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — During  the  year  2 cases  have  been  recorded  in  this  Urban 
District  and  2 in  the  Workhouse. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act,  1901. — So  far  I find  that  the  following  come  under  this  Act : 
Three  Laundries,  one  Brick  Croft,  one  Brick  and  Tile  Works,  one  Basket  Works  (at  the  Blind 
Home),  two  Joiners  and  Contractors,  four  Bakehouses,  and  one  Beer  Bottling  Works;  and  one 
Home  Work  is  now  carried  on  in  Sharoe  Green  Lane  and  one  in  Lytham  Road. 

Inspection  of  District  under  Article  V.  of  the  Housing  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations, 
1910.  This  being  a better-class  residential  district  of  detached  and  semi-detached  villas,  the 
duties  of  your  Medical  Officer  under  these  regulations  are  light.  There  are  practically  no  houses 
for  the  working  classes,  and  no  necessity  for  them  ; the  few  that  are  inhabited  by  such  classes 
are  more  than  sufficient,  and  in  excellent  condition.  The  district  has  nevertheless  been  inspected 
and  some  50  houses  visited.  In  only  a few  instances  was  it  necessary  to  recommend  a little 
lime  washing  and  the  discontinuing  to  keep  fowls  in  back  yards.  Another  undesirable  feature 
my  inspection  revealed  is  the  fact  that  there  still  remains  28  open-bog  closet  accommodation  ; a 
number  of  old  ash-pits  are  still  used  instead  of  the  usual  ash-tins. 

Nuisances. — Several  minor  complaints  have  been  made  and  attended  to. 

Smoke  Nuisance. — Only  one  complaint,  and  this  practically  abolished.  A few  others  have 
been  cautioned. 


Drainage  of  the  district  is  fairly  good. 


Sewage  Disposal. — Water  carriage  system,  and  after  treatment 
filtration,  effluent  good  and  discharged  into  brook.
